It  was  with  great  sadness  that  Bay  Path  College  learned  of  the 
loss  of  Paul  C.  Norton.  The  Professor  of  Theatre  and  Director  of 
the  Theatre  Department  passed  away  on  November  29,  2001 
after  a  brief  illness. 

A  member  of  the  Bay  Path  College  faculty  for  35  years, 
Professor  Norton  directed  all  Bay  Path  musicals  since  1969  and 
also  served  as  producer  and  designer  for  many  productions.  In 
addition,  he  served  as  director  of  theatre,  advisor  to  Theatre 
Workshop,  and  coordinator  of  dance  for  The  Bay  Path  Dance 
Company.  As  the  senior  faculty  member  at  the  college,  he 
served  as  Faculty  Marshal  at  Commencements. 

On  behalf  of  the  student  body,  Natasha  Ali,  Class  of  2002, 
expressed  their  loss: 

The  Pillsbury  doughboy,  a  huggable  teddy  bear,  larger  than  life, 
always  ready  with  a  witticism...  Paul  Norton  was  all  this  and  more  to 

his  students,  colleagues,  and 
friends  at  Bay  Path  College. 
Standing  at  6'4:,"  with  a  deep 
voice  and  a  hearty  laugh,  he  was 
hard  to  overlook.  Behind  the  some- 
times gruff  and  imposing  exterior 
was  a  man  of  great  affection,  wis- 
dom, and  genius.  Tlie  dedication, 
verve,  and  enthusiasm  he  dis- 
played in  his  roles  as  professor, 
academic  advisor,  and  theatre  di- 
rector were  irresistible.  He  held 
us  spellbound.  On  occasion,  he 
would  relieve  the  tedium  by  low- 
ering his  voice  theatrically,  and 
beginning  a  tale:  "If  the  Dean 
heard  me  say  this. . . "  Ou  t  of  mis- 
hap, mayhem,  or  even  the  mun- 
dane, he  would  create  illuminat- 
ing and  funny  stories.  But  he  was 
also  a  great  teacher;  not  just  of 
film  or  theatre,  but  of  life  itself. 
He  inspired  abiding  loyalty  and 
love  in  all  who  knew  him  and  were 
touched  by  his  unique  presence. 
And  though  we  no  longer  see  the 
figure  of  Paul  Norton  striding 
around  campus,  the  indomitable 
and  indelible  force  of  Ins  personal- 
ity has  left  its  mark-forever,  in  the 
classroom,  in  Mills  Theatre,  and 
most  of  all. ..in  our  hearts.
